John Clay, that hard-headed olQ 
Scot who is known to all stockmen as 
a member of the live stock commission 
firm of Clay, Robinson & Co., Chicago, 
has been writing some interesting 


Whereas the Western Canada Live 
Stock union in annual convention as¬ 
sembled is of the opinion that the 
chilled meat trade from Canada to 
Great Britain is unprofitable. 

Therefore be it resolved that, pend¬ 
ing the removal of the embargo, the’ 
Western Canada Live Stock union 
urge the Dominion government in the 
strongest possible terms, to take im¬ 
mediate action for the purpose of se¬ 
curing access for Canadian finished 
fat cattle to inland British points fdr' 
immediate slaughter, and furthermore, 
to appoint representatives who will 
properly present Canada’s case before 
the British public and the British gov¬ 
ernment. 

Whereas the natural outlet for the 
live stock, particularly the cattle, of 
western Canada, is the United States 
market, which was our main market i 
for several years past; and whereas 
press reports indicate that the per¬ 
manent tariff bill of the United States 1 
will give to the president certain lib¬ 
erty of action \p negotiating trade 
treaties with countries willing to 
grant reciprocal concessions to the 
United States; 

Therefore be it resolved that this 
annual meeting of the Western Can¬ 
ada Live Stock union express its urg¬ 
ent desire that all reasonable efforts 
be made by the government of Can¬ 
ada to procure the admission of out 
live stock to United States oh reason- 
‘able terms.

comments on the present conditions 
in the American west, which are more 
or less applicable to western Canada 
and a lot of it might be of world-wide 
application.

On a 
large ranch in Wyoming expenses for 
April, 1921, in comparison with the 
same month in 1920, were less by 68.7 
per cent. The decrease In wages wat 
40 per cent. In Idaho one large owner 
has made a cut of 50 per cent in com¬ 
parison with a year ago, and both par¬ 
ties promise further reductions. Not 
only has the cost come down, but the 
efficiency has been vastly improved.

Calgary has not had as good quality 
steers this week, and tops have been 
lower, and choice steers quoted $4.50 
to $5.25; good butchers, $4.00 to $4.50; 
medium, $8.00 to $3.76; common, $2.00 
to $2.75. Choice cows unchanged at 
$3.25 to $3.50; good butchers, $2.76 to 
$3.25; medium, $2.00 to $2.50; com¬ 
mon, $1.75 to $2.00; canners, $fd>0 to 
$1.76. A few choice heifers made 
$4.26, but most of the good ones $4.00. 
Bulls not extra quality and a quarter 
lower at $2.00 to $2.25 for the best. 
Calves fairly steady, with tops $3.50 
to $4.25; common, $2.50 to $3.60. 
Stocker and feeder trade light; best 
feeders, $3.50 to $4.00; stockers, $2.75 
to $3.50. Stocker heifers, $2.25 to 
$2.85. Stocker cows in fair demand 
at $2.25 to $3.00, and a few at $3.26. 
Receipts -at Calgary light this week. 

Prices strong at Calgary, with a 
few lambs topping at $8.25, but others 
aroum^$7.00 to $7.50; some ^yearlings 
at $6.50;~ewes, $6.60 down, and breed¬ 
ing ewes at all prices, according to 
quality. 

Some late orders for turkeys have 
put prices of dressed birds higher at’ 
times, but 30c to 32c is a fairly re¬ 
liable figure with live prices down a 
little at 22 to 24c; fowl and chickens 
lower, with best at 13c and ' light 
fowl and chickens around 10c; live 
ducks and geetes 17c to 20c; dressed 
prices about 5c over.

“So far, so good, but we need some¬ 
thing more; that indefinable, sutble 
thing called credit. In the west, at 
least in the country districts, credit 
has disappeared or is frozen stiff. 
There is no bargain counter. The 
buying power, so far as live stock is 
concerned, has disappeared. We nav*. 
been searching for bottom, and have 
not found it> The $20 ewe has gone 
to $7, and buyers scarce as hen’s 
teeth. The $90 cow and calf goes 
begging at $66. The smash in cattle 
values has not been so hard as in 
sheep, and the latter gives you two 
crops a year. ) 

“Before we can restore credit and 
confidence and optimism, we must 
show the financier or outside buyer 
that there is a pj#fit in the business, 
for there is notKmg so timid afld care¬ 
ful as capital except during war. If 
we can .reduce our expenses to a basis 
where some return on the investment 
can be made, -the capital will come out 
of its resting place in banks, safety 
deposit boxes or stockings. Some 
people have criticized the writer for 
preaching, economy. It is the only 
method to restore confidence in our 
livestock industry. Washington can 
do little; in fact, its efforts are hegli-. 
gible, but the big united 1 effort of 
thousands of cattle iind sheep men in 
the direction of reducing expenses will 
tuqi the tide. This is the panacea 
from the evil ways we have fallen in 
to. The time has arrived in the west 
when we must either fish or cut bait. 

“But the farmer of this country and 
many of our western ranchmen, big 
and little, are continually listening to 
a lot of buncombe from would-be re¬ 
formers. If these venemous gentle¬ 
men were at home digging postholes 
in the spring, pitching hay in tne 
summer and feeding it in winter, it 
would be better for the country. How 
a lot of men get the money or have 
time to run about the country looking 
after other people’s business besides 
their own, is past my comprehension. 
Personally, though I have passed the 
three score and ten limit, I am at 
work every day, not so much that i 
need to do it, but to help out in some 
solid way this western situation. It 
demands attention, a lot of thought 
and careful study. It means practical 
work on the ranch and range, at the 
market, in the counting house of the 
banker. What we need is unity, co¬ 
operation, hard work, personal auen- 
tion, patriotism that preaches produc¬ 
tion. \ Brush aside the man \yho tells 
you that the less you produce—a la 
labor leader and others in higher cir¬ 
cles—brings you personal prosperity. 
Banish that thought and throw into 
the waste basket a lot of nostrums 
born generally of disordered brains, 
useless at all times, more especially 
the present.”

It also 
moves the wheat belt one hundred 
miles farther north, putting millions 
of acres under cultivation. 

“Wheeler, on his Saskatchewan 
farm, has a wheat production record 
of eighty-two bushels an acre. In 
international expositions he has won 
the world’s championship five times. 

"Men like Wheeler and Luther Bur¬ 
bank will be the outstanding figures 
of our time, when a really civilized 
posterity re-writes history and puts 
wars and other things where they Be¬ 
long—on a back seat.”

Of almost equal import to share¬ 
holders is the fact that the Bank, 
even during the readjustment period, 
has maintained its profits close to J 
the level .of the previous year. As is 
well-known, business conditions for 
some time past have been of an excep-1 
tional character, and, owing to these 
conditions, the Bank, in addition to 
writing off any losses, has made full 
provision for any accounts that might 
even be- considered doubtful. In view 
of this policy, it should be particu¬ 
larly gratifying to the shareholders 
that the net profits, after making such 
liberal provision, amounted to $4,037,- 
836, compared with $4,263,469 in the 
Bank’s record year. 

These ample profits Jjave permit¬ 
ted of the payment of the usual divi¬ 
dend of 12 per cent, and a bonus of 
2 per cent, and after the customary 
appropriations to pension fund, for 
bank premises and war tax and the 
transfer to Reserve FundVf $132,996, 
there was an amount earned forward 
out of the year’s profits of $458,116.78. 
This made the total of^Jrofit and loss 
to be carried forward into the new 
year $905,044.98, 

Just how satisfactorily the Royal 
Bank has met the changed conditions 
is reflected by the statement of as¬ 
sets and liabilities. Of total assets 
of $500,648,429, liquid assets amount 
to $222,603,630.
